' & ſorowed towards the ſhore, but not far trom it unhappily our 
match fell into the'water,&.the ſhip being fala down trom that 
narrow part of the river,nearer the Sea,quite out of our ſight,we 
were conſulting what would be ſafeſt for us todo : we werenot 
willing to precipitate. our own ruine, and we were alſo aſhamed 
to return to our ſhip before we- had difpatched: what we were 
commanded to : aflength: the Boatſwain commanded'the Re- 
lator- Fob Watts onſhore, to the firſt houfe to light our match, 
which werecoveredout of the water, after it was extinQ; which 
he readily obeyed :© but before he was twenty:Rods from the 
water ide, he was ſeized ei by two blacks ( or rather Tawny. 
' mores ) andby them halcd above half 'a mile up into the Coun- 
try, andthrown with great violence upon his belly, and ſo 
. compelled to lye tilF-rhey tiript him and more company cortitng 
to them, they were ſo cager for his poor :Canvas apparel, ' that 
ſome theytore off, others they cur off, and” with that feveral 
preces of his fleſh, tohis intolerable pain : with theſe ragsthey 
made, little children Aprons to cover their Privitics : Linnen - 
and Woollen-being very ſcarce there, The Boatſwain fecing © 
_ this Fobn Watt was thus catticd away, was rclolved with, his 
_ other. two companions to have him again, or clſe to venture all. 
their lives for him : They arm themſelves; bac whiteſt they 
were conſulting what to do, whether to venture on ſhore, or - 
not, of a ſudden they were beſet with about a dozen menin 
feveral Canoes, but they valiantly maintaimned-their boat about 
| the fpace of three hours, for after two of theirthree Muſquets 
were diſcharged; they. defended 'themſelves: with their Oars, , - 
ahd Boat hooks. The Boatfwain received a mortal wound "% 
his Groiv, and fell dowa in the Boat 3 the other two oo mY 
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red in the River, cndeavouring by lwimmingto eſcape the 
mercileſs hands of cruel infidels 3 but the Negroes with this 
ſwift. Canoes ſoon pvertook' them, and brought them onſhore _ 
to the place wherethe relater was. The Negroes took out the = 


Boatſwain out of the ſhips boat z and inſicad of endeavouring at 
__ all topreſerve life which remained in him, immediately they 
-- rob'd him of it4.,one of them with a keen weapon cutting off 


his head.before- his companions faces 3 andthen they prepare 
for theirrare banquet, while he was yet recking in. his blood ; 
they. in a barbarous manner cut off pieces of fleſh from off his 
buttocks" and- his thighs and his arms and ſhoulders, and broi- 
led them on the coals, and with a-great deal of impatience * 
eagerly. cat it before ,theis faces to our great aſtoniſhmene. 
About fourtcen days after one of the company fell fick, and in- 


= ficad of being Phyſicians to cure him, they were his Batchers 


tomurther him! They ſerved him as they did the Boatſwain, cut 
off his head, and broiled .and eat up his fleſh and xcjoyced ex» 
ceedipgly at this rich banquet. About ten days after.the third 


- fell ſick, whom they (exvedin the ſame manner. This was no 

- ſmall caute;of ſorrow to the relater : the thoughts of their inhu- -- 
mane and*barba:ous aftious ſometimes ſurrounded him with - 
fears. and. ſorrows, hoiftly cxpecing to talte of thefaid cruelty. 
-Death did. not ſeem fo terrible to him as the violent manner of - 


it3 being jeft now alone-in a ſ(irange Country, deſtitute: of 


- friends or acquaintance, or any thing that-might - keep. up his' 


Spirits : die he would fain, but not by the hand of -Intidels and 
barbarous Monſters. - But the great God that is moſt compaſſio- 


\nate in the greateſt extremities had pity.on him, and notwith« 


ſtanding the alteration of the Climate and the want of Cloaths, 
and the ſtrangeneſs-of his food which was only herbs, he con- 
tinued in good health, and had time enough to lament this 


- 'dircful providence, The Natives who . were daily. expeing 
"another banquet, met with a diſappointment : either their cu- 
toms 6r the over-ruling power of God would not ſuffer them 


to defiroy him 3 he continuing ſtill in health. ThereforEthey re- - 
ſolyc to.(cll him ; his Ara; or Maiter was pretty free to diſs - 
«40-0. - courſe 
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 _ *rontfe him; which the relates was eapable bf being -about 
_ thiee-years before in the Wef-Indicr,, where he had learned 
the 'Fars language, which is cality attained being 'compre- 
hended in a very few words, and all the Negroes tpeak of it... 
He began to diſcourſe his maſter to know the reaſon of their © 
_ cruelty, who- told him that he fhould reſt himſelf contented, 
who if he were not fick, ſhould not have his head cut” off. 
In the Boat which in' the beginning they took with them, was 
- a Mufquet favtd of the three which was notdifcharged;, which 
' his maſter fome- time after he had been, .with' him, © brought 
to him to know the uſe of it > he endeavoured a#much as he . 
- could to make him- apprehend the uſe of ir, but fill they pro- 
feſt their ignorance : but they commanded and threatned him 
to- ſhew the ufe of it. . The fear of his maſters difpleaſure and 
their inhumanity cauſed him to ſhoot it off; but the Negroes 
which expedtcd fome delightful thing ' were fruftrated, and-at 
the fuddain noiſe and flaſh of fire (which they very mach dread) 
ran from him, and were greatly affrighted ; but quickly after 
Hearing no more of that noiſe they came up to' him again, 
_ and commanded him-to do the like-: he told them he had not 
powder which was the cauſe of the nozſe-; but this would not 
_ Gtisfic theſe Barbarians, He not being able to anfiyer their cx- 
 -peaation, they concladed he was not willing, they proceed 
to threaten him, and were about to murder him, had not his 
matter reſcued him. 'Ulpon diſcourſe after with this Arauns or 
Maſter he began to-underftand the:reafon of their barbarous 
_ dealing with him and his friends, he tclling him that naturally 
the people were civil -and-fimplyhoneft, but if provoked, fall 
of revenge3 and that this cruelty was occafioned by ſome un- - 
handſome aQtion of-carrying a - Native away ' without their 
leave. about a-ycar before they reſolving if any came_athore 
they ſhoald never go off alive. He had not been above ſeven 
weeks in the Country, but his mafter preſented him to his King, 
whoſe name was E-fu-me King of the Buckamores, who imme- 
diately gave him to his daughter, whoſe name was Om-jah, 
and when the'King went abroad: he attended him alfo as his
